BENEFIT VETERANS 

Some veterans, and widows of 
some deceased veterans, who have 
not been eligible for Federal bene= 
fits because of insufficient active 


military service, may now become | 


eligible by adding to the veteran’s 
active duty period the certified 


time it took to proceed directly |

after separation from 


service. 
Veterans 


Administration offi- 


cials explained that all veterans | 


discharged or released after Dec. 
31, 1956, have already been 
credited with this travel time. A 
law passed last summer extended 
this provision to all other veterans. 

The pension claims of some 
2,500 veterans and a number of 
widows have been disallowed by 
the VA because the veterans had
